ALLIES’ SCATHING REPLY. 


TURKEY’S PAST RECORD. 
An official communiqué, issued in Paris yester- 
day (says a Preas Association telegram), gave 
the text of the statement read to the Council 
by the Turkish Grand Vizier, head of the 
Turkish delegation, and the Allies’ reply thereto. 
The Turkish statement séis forth at great 
length the claims of Turkey, demanding that 
for reasons, especially of religion, the Ottoman 
Kmpire shouki be restored. he Grand Visier 
said the Turkish cause had been misunderstood. 
In the course of the war, the document stated, 
nearly the whole civilised world was shocked by 
the recital of the crimes alleged to have been 
committed by the ‘Purks. lt is far from mry 
thought to cast a veil over these misdeeds, 
which are such as to make the conscience of 
mankind shudder with horror for ever. Stull 
less will I endeavour to minimise the degree of 
guilt of the actions in the great drama. The 
aim which I have set myself is that of showing 
to the world, with proofs in my hands, who 
are the truly responsible authors of these ter- 
rible crimes. We are under no ilusions in re- 
gard to the extent of the dissatisfaction which 
surrounds us.. We are itely convineed that 
& mass of unfortunate events has made Turkey 
appear in an unfavourable . hght. However, 
when the truth has once been revealed, it will 
warn civileed nations and posterity against 
ing an unjust judgment on us

CRITICISM OF THE PROPOSAL, 

Mr. A. W. Samuels, in the Honse of Com- 
mons last night, moved a resolution, that: 
“ For the purposes of any Act of the present 
session, to amend the enactments relating to 
the Housing of the Working Classes and the 
Acquisition of Small Dwellings in Ireland, it 
is expedient to authorise the payment out of 
moneys to be provided by Parliament of ex- 
penses incurred by any Government depart- 
ment—(a) when acting in place of local authori- 
ties in preparing and carrying out schemes 
under the Act; (b) in recouping losses incurred 
by local authorities; and (c) in contributing to 
costs incurred by public utility eocieties and 
housing trusts, and other person,” He ez- 
plained that it was proposed that the lees be- 
tween economic rent and actual rent that 
might be charged under the provisions of the 
bill should be berne by the State, that the 
State should contribute £1 to every £1 of rent 
charged and collected. Supposing 7s. 6d. was 
collected, the Government would contribute 
Te. 6d. to cover the cost of the difference, and 
W the authority did not collect the rate they 
would lose the subsidy. The Local Government 
Board would not have to watch over that, and 
see that the rates were collected. The general 
effect would be thie. If they took the capital 
cost of a house as £500, and built 10,000 in 
the first year, the capital col. would be £50,000, 
and so on. 

Sir F. Banbury said ‘that he would mot follow 
hie practice of moving a limiting amendment, 
because the Attorney-General had eaid that if 
the people did pwy the rate there would be 
no liability for the State.
